LAW. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  SOLICITOR. 

Law  Cases  in  District  1 — 

United  States  v.  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Co.:  On  June  14, 1913,  a 
decree  was  entered  in  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  district  of  Idaho  direct¬ 
ing  the  defendant  to  execute  and  file  a  stipulation  for  the  protection  of  the  Coeur 
d’Alene  National  Forest,  conditioned,  however,  upon  the  approval  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  of  the  defendant’s  map  of  definite  location.  The  decree  also  ordered 
the  defendant  to  pay  to  the  United  States  its  damages  and  costs.  This  was  a  suit 
brought  to  enforce  the  specific  performance  of  an  agreement  executed  by  an  agent  of 
the  defendant,  whereby  in  consideration  of  its  being  allowed  to  construct  its  road 
across  the  Coeur  d’Alene  National  Forest  in  advance  of  the  approval  of  its  right  of  way 
map,  the  company  bound  itself  to  execute  and  file  a  stipulation  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
Forester.  The  bill  of  complaint  also  contained  a  prayer  for  damages.  On  April  1; 
1913,  the  court  rendered  a  decision,  holding  for  the  United  States,  on  the  equities  of 
the  bill,  and  on  May  21,  1913,  it  rendered  a  supplemental  decision  which  contained  a 
finding  that  the  United  States  was  entitled  to  recover  damages  as  follows:  $26,989  for 
timber  cut  upon  the  right  of  way  and  adjoining  lands;  $12,000  for  mature  timber  de¬ 
stroyed  by  fire;  $24,000  for  young  and  immature  timber  burned,  and  $5,500  for  dam¬ 
ages  to  the  navigability  of  the  St.  Joe  River,  which  the  defendant  had  obstructed  with 
rocks,  gravel,  and  other  debris.  This  is  believed  to  be  the  first  case  in  which  the 
court,  in  its  written  opinion,  awarded  damages  to  the  United  States  for  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  young  and  immature  timber  having  no  market  value. 

United  States  v.  John  Hamburg:  Suit  for  $840  for  damages  by  fire  to  merchantable 
timber,  and  cost  of  fighting  fire,  caused  by  Hamburg  negligently  allowing  a  fire  to 
escape  from  his  land  upon  adjoining  National  Forest  land.  The  case  was  tried  June  2, 
1913,  and  a  verdict  returned  by  the  jury  for  $350  damages  and  costs.  During  the  trial 
the  defendant  objected  to  the  introduction  of  evidence  on  the  cost  of  extinguishing 
the  fire  on  the  lands  of  the  United  States,  and  the  objection  was  overruled,  the  court 
holding  that  the  Government  was  entitled  to  recover  this  cost  as  a  part  of  its  damages. 

United  States  v.  Arthur  J.  Kulp,  John  E.  Cleary,  and  Wm.  D.  Nelson:  Criminal 
prosecution  for  perjury  for  filing  false  affidavits  with  their  homestead  applications  for 
1  and  within  the  National  Forest.  The  Kulp  and  Cleary  cases  were  tried  in  the  United 
States  District  Court  for  the  district  of  Idaho,  May  28,  29,  and  31,  and  resulted  in  ver¬ 
dicts  of  acquittal.  The  Nelson  case  was  thereupon  dismissed.  In  the  Cleary  case  the 
judge  instructed  the  jury  that  they  should  not  consider  as  a  valid  defense  the  defend -. 
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ant’s  testimony  that  he  did  not  know  the  contents  of  the  instrument,  that  if  he  pre¬ 
sented  it  to  a  public  officer  and  was  sworn  as  to  the  truth  of  the  contents,  he  should 
be  bound  by  the  statements  contained  in  the  affidavit. 

United  States  v.  Addie  Thompson:  Civil  suit  for  .1551.60  for  grazing  trespass.  Case 
was  set  for  trial  at  June  term  of  United  States  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Montana 
and  settled  by  defendant  before  trial  for  amount  asked  and  costs. 

United  States  v.  W.  W.  Ferrell:  Suit  to  enjoin  defendant  from  interfering  with  the 
occupancy  and  use  of  the  North  Fork  Ranger  Station  at  Avery,  Idaho.  The  defend¬ 
ant  claimed  title  by  virtue  of  a  mining  claim,  located  subsequently  to  the  withdrawal 
for  administrative  purposes.  On  June  9, 1913,  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States 
for  the  district  of  Idaho  granted  a  temporary  restraining  order  enjoining  the  defend¬ 
ant  from  interfering  with  the  occupancy  and  use  of  the  said  ranger  station  and  ingress 
and  egress  thereto,  during  the  pendency  of  the  suit. 

Law  Cases  In  District  2— 

On  May  21, 1913,  S.  J.  Dixon  pleaded  guilty  in  the  United  States  District  Court  at 
Deadwood,  upon  an  information  charging  the  unlawful  grazing  of  horses  upon  the 
Harney  National  Forest  and  a  fine  of  825  was  imposed. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  v.  C.  C.  Fliniau,  involving  the  unlawful  grazing  of 
cattle  upon  the  Routt  National  Forest,  was  tried  before  a  jury  in  the  United  States, 
District  Court  at  Denver  on  June  19, 1913,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  of  acquittal. 

The  citation  of  Andrew  Norell,  charged  with  contempt  for  violating  an  order  of  in¬ 
junction  issued  out  of  the  United  States  District  Court  at  Denver,  by  grazing  cattle 
without  a  permit  upon  the  Routt  and  Arapaho  National  Forests,  was  heard  by  the 
court  on  April  29,  and  the  order  to  show  cause  why  the  defendant  should  not  be  pun¬ 
ished  as  for  contempt  was  dismissed. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  W.  E.  Taylor,  filed  in  the  United  States  dis¬ 
trict  court  for  Wyoming,  in  which  damages  in  the  sum  of  $274.35  were  sought  on 
account  of  the  unlawful  grazing  of  cattle  on  the  Bighorn  National  Forest,  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agriculture  on  May  31, 1913,  recommended  to  the  Attorney  General  that  the 
compromise  offer  of  $120.45  be  accepted. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Goemmer  and  Goemmer,  a  suit  filed  in  the  United 
States  district  court  at  Denver,  Colo.,  asking  the  cancellation  of  a  patent  for  timber 
and  stone  lands  upon  the  ground  that  the  land  was  most  valuable  for  coal,  was 
settled  and  dismissed  June  14,  1913,  upon  the  reconveyance  to  the  United  States  of 
the  coal  which  might  be  found  in  the  land. 

Indictments  were  returned  at  the  May  term  of  the  United  States  district  court  at 
Deadwood,  S.  Dak.,  against  Frank  Corns,  James  Riley,  Amos  and  Thomas  Smith, 
and  John  H.  Woodford  upon  the  charge  of  leaving  fires  burning  unattended  near  Na¬ 
tional  Forest  land.  The  defendants  were  arrested  and  released  on  bonds  given  to 
insure  their  appearance  at  the  September  term  of  court. 

The  fire  trespass  of  the  Lanphere-Hinrichs  Co.  upon  the  Black  Hills  National 
Forest,  which  resulted  in  damages  of  $3,469.72  to  the  United  States,  was  settled  by 
the  tender  Of  $3,000  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  May 
14,  1913,  that  the  sum  be  accepted.

United  States  v.  Boundv  Bros.:  Grazing  trespass,  Nevada  National  Forest.  E>e- 
fendant  settled  by  payment  of  $48  actual  damages,  $100  punitive  damages,  $105.20 
costs.  Total,  $253.20. 

United  States  v.  John  S.  Prince:  Grazing  trespass,  Sevier  National  Forest.  De¬ 
fendant  settled  through  payment  of  actual  damages  $277,  and  costs  not  as  yet  ascer¬ 
tained. 

Law  Cases  in  District  6 — 

In  the  case  of  United  States  v.  A.  S.  Lavenson  et  al.,  involving  suit  to  set  aside 
patent  to  six  mineral  claims  known  as  the  Clear  Water  Lodes  on  the  Nooksack  River 
within  the  Washington  National  Forest,  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the 
Western  District  of  Washington  on  June  14,  1913,  declared  the  patents  invalid. 

United  States  v.  Dock  F.  South,  fire  trespass,  Deschutes  National  Forest.  De¬ 
fendant  in  this  case  was  arraigned  April  7  before  the  United  States  District  Court 
for  the  District  of  Oregon,  plead  guilty,  and  was  fined  $10  and  costs. 

United  States  v.  W.  C.  Culp,  C.  Eagles,  D.  Baker,  and  C.  T.  McCall,  fire  trespass, 
Deschutes  National  Forest.  Judgment  rendered  March  26  in  the  United  States 
District  Court  for  Oregon  for  $10  each,  without  costs,  the  defendants  entering  a  plea 
of  guilty. 

United  States  v.  H.  B.  Smith,  fire  trespass,  Wenatchee  National  Forest.  Case 
settled  February  14  on  the  payment  of  $75  in  compromise  of  suit  involving  $207.75. 

OPERATION. 

Standard  Color  Tints  and  Crayons — 

The  standard  color  tints  and  crayons  used  in  forest  mapping  are  described  in  the 
Instructions  for  Making  Forest  Surveys  and  Maps,  and  its  supplement.  The  tints 
are  prepared  from  standard  inks  that  will  be  furnished  by  the  property  clerk  at 
Ogden  upon  requisition.  The  property  clerk  exercises  the  greatest  care  in  pur¬ 
chasing  only  such  inks  as  conform  to  these  standards,  but  frequently  he  receives 
requisitions  from  forest  officers  asking  for  inks  which  are  not  standard  colors.  Forest 
officers  are  cautioned  that  the  use  of  any  inks  which  are  not  adopted  as  standard 
will  lead  to  confusion,  and  the  property  clerk  will  not  furnish  them  unless  it  is  made 
clear  upon  the  requisition  that  nonstandard  inks  are  to  be  used  upon  special  maps 
of  such  a  nature  that  the  standard  inks  can  not  be  used,  and  that  they  have  received 
proper  authority  to  depart  from  the  standard. 
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SILVICULTURE. 

Cooperation  in  Securing  Commercial  and  Botanical  Range  Data— 

The  extension  of  our  present  knowledge  of  the  range  and  habit  of  native  trees  is 
largely  dependent  upon  the  cooperation  of  all  members  of  the  Service  in  securing 
field  notes  on  the  botanical  and  commercial  distribution  of  North  American  trees. 
This  cooperation  must  be  voluntary  in  character  or  form  only  a  minor  part  of  assigned 
field  work,  yet  a  great  deal  of  information  can  be  secured  in  this  way,  useful  both  to 
the  men  in  the  field  and  to  the  Forest  Service  as  a  whole.  While  in  the  field,  members 
of  the  Service  often  come  across  trees  not  common  in  the  forest  characteristic  of  the 
region  and  of  whose  botanical  identification  they  are  not  certain.  If  in  all  such 
cases  the  field  man  will  secure  specimens  of  mature  foliage  and  if  possible  of  flowers 
and  fruits,  and  send  them  to  the  Forester  accompanied  by  accurate  field  notes,  the 
specimens  will  be  identified  by  the  Washington  office  and  the  man  in  the  field 
promptly  informed.  Such  cooperation  must  necessarily  increase  the  acquaintance 
of  the  field  men  with  the  forest  flora  and  add  to  our  general  knowledge  of  the  range 
of  species. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  collection  of  such  range  data,  Form  No.  767-s  has  been 
revised,  with  the  view  of  making  it  suitable  for  the  use  of  those  who  are  to  collect 
commercial  and  botanical  range  notes  in  the  field.  It  is  in  the  form  of  an  herbarium 
label,  but  includes  spaces  for  describing  the  occurrence  of  the  species.  It  is  printed 
in  notebooks  of  100  pages  perforated  into  two  parts,  one  of  which  is  to  be  torn  out 
and  attached  as  a  label  to  the  herbarium  specimen,  the  other  remaining  in  the  note¬ 
books  as  a  stub  record.  Unless  the  herbarium  specimens  are  accompanied  by  full 
notes  as  to  the  exact  locality,  altitude,  occurrence,  associated  species,  and  so  on, 
they  will  not  prove  of  great  assistance  in  securing  definite  information  on  commercial 
and  botanical  distribution.  It  is  therefore  essential  that  all  of  the  spaces  provided 
in  the  form  be  carefully  filled  out  in  the  field.  For  the  proper  identification  of  the 
specimens  the  material  must  be  carefully  selected;  and,  as  many  species  can  not  be 
identified  by  foliage  alone,  flowers  and  fruits  must  be  secured  whenever  possible. 
Specimens  can  be  shipped  in  boxes,  paper,  or  any  other  package  most  convenient 
to  the  field  men. 

As  range  data  are  compiled  in  the  form  of  maps  available  for  use  by  all  the  members 
of  the  Forest  Service,  it  is  essential  that  all  field  men  cooperate  as  far  as  they  can 
in  securing  notes  on  distribution.
